men and their protection, and upon the 
other the cost to tho railroads which 
this reform will impose if it is carried 
out.

DESTROYED. 


Th« Paving Brick Plant of the Star Brick 


Company of Sclotovlllv, Burned lo the 


Ground—No Insurance on the Plant. 
As noted in yesterday's Times, the 


Star .paving brick plant' at Sciotoville 
was the scene of another disastrous 
blaze yesterday afternoon. The paving 
brick plant was entirely 
destroyed. 


The fire started a few minutes after 
three o'clock in the roof of the dry 
house. It was discovered by Mr. R. A. 
Mitchell, the principal owner of the 
plant, who had just arrived from the 
city. 
He saw a tiny blaze leaping 


from the roof of the dry house near one 
of the smoke stacks and at once gave 
the alarm. The men at work in the 
yards and iu the vicinity promptly set 
to work to check the flame, -but the 
buildings burned like 
tinder. 
The 


men then devoted themselves to saving 
the rest of the plant and succeeded in 
confining the flames to the paving brick 
plant. 


It is thought that the engine and 


boilers and other machinery are not 
damaged a great deal and can be used 
again. 
The walls of the dry house are 


of brick, and were not damaged. About 
20,000 green brick, which were in the 
dry house, were ruined. 


It is thought the loss will be from 


$2,000 to $2,500. 
There was no insur- 


ance on the plant. 
The same plant 


was destroyed • entirely by fire on the 
second of November last year. It was 
rebuilt and many new and expensive 
improvements made. 
The plant will 


not be rebuilt this-year.

being well known, was admAWed. 


He explained what had occurred, sup- 
posing, of course, that the wrong 
would be rectitied.

fiaid President Mitchell, firmly.

and, wheren.s, he 


now finds his crops cost him us much,
